VISITED SOUTH KOREA FROM JULY 12 THROUGH 16. DURING VISIT, 

N'JIE PAID COURTESY CALLS ON PRESIDENT PAK, PRIME MINISTER 
CHOE KYU-HA AND FOREIGN MINISTER PAK TONG-CHIN. 

2. JOINT COMMUNIQUE DATED JULY 16 NOTES THAT GAMBIAN MINISTER 
REASSURED ROK FONMIN OF CONTINUOUS SUPPORT OF PEOPLE OF 
GAMBIA FOR EFFORTS "AND REALISTIC POLICIES" OF ROKG IN ACHIEVING 
PEACE IN KOREA. FONMIN PAK EXPRESSED DEEP APPRECIATION TO 
GAMBIA FOR ITS SUPPORT OF ROK POSITION AT UN. N'JIE ALSO 
REAPFIRMED SUPPORT OF HIS GOVERNMENT POR ROK POSITION AT 
UNITED NATIONS AND "OTHER INTERNATIONAL CONPERENCES." BOTH 
STATED AGREEMENT THAT EARLY RESUMPTION OF SOUTH/NORTH DIALOGUE 
WAS PREREQUISITE TO KOREAN SOLUTION. 

3. ROKG APPEARED WELL-SATISFIED WITH VISIT AND ACCORDING TO 
OBSERVERS, IT WENT VERY WELL. 
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
